Washington — Careful study of the 


decision o£ Judge Page in the federal 
courts of Cnicago awarding a victory 
to the Pennsylvania railroad in its 
controversy with the United States 
Railroad Labor board has brought gov- 
ernment lawyers to the 
conclusion 


that first impressions of the decision 
as circulated in the press were erron- 
eous and that the verdict was by no 
means a blow at the railroad labor 
board. 


In fact, it now is doubtful whether 


the government will appeal the case 
to a higher court. The reason is that 
close inspection of the decision 
re- 


veals that the point decided is rela- 
tively not essential to the successful 
operation of the railway labor board 
in the future. 
On the other hand, 


the statement of Judge Page that the 
law creating the labor board is con 
stitutional and that decisions of tho 
board must be respected is consider- 
ed of far more significance. 


ROAD WINS POINT 


The Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
inci 


dentally won from its viewpoint an 
important point. 
The 
controversy 


aiose over the attempt of the railroad 
labor board to prescribe rules and 
regulations whereby employees of the 
Pennsylvania 
would 
select 
their 


spokesmen or representatives for the 
so called regional railway adjustment 
boards which have been provided for 
by law to settle disputes over wages, 
working hours and conditions. 
The 


Pennsylvania railroad argued success- 
fully that the United States Railroad 
Board didn't have any right to tell 
any railroad or any workmen for a 
railroad how their respective spokes- 
men shall be selected. 


There have been charges by railroad 


workers that •when provision is made 
for the setlement of a dispute between 
"representatives of employers 
and 


employees," there is no way to make 
sure that the companies do not select 
friendly representatives or see to It 
that the balloting brings out tpOjkes 
men favorable to a company's cause. 
The Umled States Railroad Labor 
Board tried to overcome this difficulty 
by laying down an explicit set of in- 
structions governing a secret ballot 
in the election of employes' represen 
tatives. The courts found that 
the 


Railroad Labor board wasn't granted 
any such right by the transportation 
act. 


LAW PROVIDES CHECK 


But it is a fact that the law does 


enable the railroad labor board 
to 


take jurisdiction over 
any 
dispute 


which is likely to interrupt the na- 
tion's commerce and there is a speci 
fie provision permitting the railroad 
labor board to decide a dispute if no 
conference between 
employes and 


employes has been held or if the con- 
ference disagrees. Indeed, even if so- 
called representatives of the workmen 
did agree to something which a large 
body of their fellow workmen who 
wore organized in a union or unorgan- 
"zod didn't like, the 
Unites 
States 


Railroad Labor Board can take cogni- 
zance of the controversy on petition 
from any 100 -workmen and thus get 
the case into its hands for decision. 
So, after all, even though the Penn- 
sylvania railroad or any other carrier 
retains the right to prevent the United 
States Labor Board from interfering 
in the manner in which the employes 
pick their spokesmen, the law provides 
a 
check against 
misrepresentation. 


And that's why Judge Page's verdict 
on that point isn't considered essen- 
tial. 


Of much more importance do gov- 


ernment lawyers construe the remarks 
of Judge Page on the general powers 
of the Railroad Labor Board. 
He 


said in part. 


"I have reached the conclusion that 


it was the belief of congress that the 
results desired by the legislation could 
be attained through the force of pub- 
lic opinion and that that public opin- 
ion would follow the publication made 
. . . . and would support the de- 
cisions of the board composed of men 
each of •whom would have 
special 


knowledge of the difficulties within 
and the necessities of the group that 
he was chosen to represent."

was a general feeling, all along, that those 
children ought to have been left at home. 
It was a rather silly imitation of the me- 
dieval "children crusade," which did the 
agitator's cause no good, and benefited 
the 
children themselves still less. 


The problem back of the whole busi- 


ness is a different matter. The president, 
rightly ignoring the publicity trick, can- 
not altogether ignore the question of keep- 
ing those prisoners in jail at a. time when 
the whole situationjs changed. It was a 
necessary thing to imprison them, when 
they were interfering with a great na- 
tional purpose.

are at large than he was in jail. Nobody 
lu'ai> anything about him now. when he 
has no more chance to play the role of mar- 
tyr. 
It may be the same with a good many 


other federal prisoners, whether radical or 
simply foolish. The public evidently would 
approve the liberation of any prisoner 
who«e offense would not constitute a crime 
at the nresent time. 


LENINE AND HUERTA 


Tho problem of Lenine in Russia, with 


whirl) all the civilized governments are now 
face to t'aee. is in some ways much like the. 
problem of Iluerta 
in Mexico that was 


fared by the United States a few years 
ago. 
Lonine. like Huerta. pained his 


power by the betrayal of ,1 beneficent rev- 
olution. 
Like Iluerta. he has established 


his power by violence and crime. 
Like 


lluerta. he has been feared, hated, pro- 
scribed and fought because of his black 
reeord. 


There the similarity ends. In the case 


of Huerta, foreign opposition was suc- 
cessful. 
Tlie United Stales was able to 


line up all the powers against him and 
eliminate him by a process of moral, poli- 
tical and financial ostracism. 


Such methods, applied to the 'Russian 


soviet government on a far greater scale., 
by nearly all the civilized powers, have, 
accomplished little. 
Counter revolutions, 


backed by allied money and 
m<Mi with 


.-\merican approval, have failed. Commer- 
cial and financial embargoes have failed. 


Lenine has consolidated his power. He 


has steadily yielded in his policies, as ex- 
perience proved the unworkableness of 
communism, npti! now his system is al- 
most ''bourgeois," but politically he is so 
strong that 'the "capitalist powers"' have 
given up hope of ousting him. So they are 
driven to compromise with the soviet, as 
-the easiest wav out of a bad situation.

And what am 
thinking about while I scan these questions in my 
ightning calculator fashion? I am no pessimist. I 
un thinking about TB. 


Every doctor is thinking about TB when he is 


nlking about pleurisy. Pleurisy has a way of as- 
ociatinp itself with lung tuberculosis in perhaps 
i majority of cases. 
When a young person suf- 


ers moderate attacks of pleurisy and the general 
lealth remains somewhat below standard and the 
iody weight remains several pounds below the av- 
rage for age and height and there is now and then 
a "return" of pleurisy pains, that young person will 
make no mistake in considering himself tubercu- 
ous until a good doctor decides otherwise. 


One of the familiar modes of onset of pulmonary 
ung) 
tuberculosis is with a moderate pleurisy. 


Pleurisy is inflammation of the lining of the chest 


vail and covering of the lunss. More or less pleur- 
sy almost invariably accompanies pneumonia—the 
harp pain the penumonia patient feels with each 
nspiratkm and which often makes each expiration 


grunt, is the pain of pleurisy. Pneumonia is in- 
eed sometimes called pleuro-pneumonia. 
But the 


leurisy which a doctor associates in his mind with 
ung tuberculosis is a less severe .process, often not 
evere enough to put the patient in bed. This pleur- 
sy may be a "dry" pleurisy or it may be a "wet" 
leurisy: that is, there may be just inflammation 
nd roughening of the chest lining and lung cover- 
ng, or there may be an outpouring- of serum from 
he inflammed surfaces into the chest cavity, in 
ome cases so much as to interfere with the ex- 
ansion of the lung on that side and call for tapping 
o remove the fluid. 


Of course eggs or milk would be more nourishing: 
nd more fattening than cod liver oil. altho pure 
od liver oil is sometimes a useful remedy—that is 
matter to be left to the physician's judgement in 


he individual case.

of the Tchcka. 


"And yet we are to receive lessons 


nn disarmament nnd ideals from Tchit- 
cherin—the ideal of a government of 
assassins. 


"The evil thnt we 
are 
suffering 


from is tho inconsistency of our rul- 
ers. 
But you can believo me, we 


have nothing to learn from the Sov- 
iets concerning our people who arc 
honest friends of peace, who 
keep 


their word and want to pay 
their 


debts. 


"Such remonstrances

might easily drive us to do

things. 


"We have borne, everything for the 


last two years in vain, we have allow- 
ed our ministers always to give in, all 
for nothing-.
